Darkness in the last half pro 
vented the finishing of the game in the 
prescribed time. It was 3.10 when the 
game was called, atlhough it was sched- 
uled to begin at 2 o'clock. When the 
game was called it waa too dark to dis- 
tinguish one player from another but 
the crowd was there. 


The Woods team won the toss aud 


selected tbe westerly end of the field. 
Ira Newtek'u kickoff was fumbled and 
McDougall fell on the ball, which soon 
after was lost by Woods on a fumble. 
The ball surged back and forth in the 
center of the field for tea minutes with 
no apparent advantage to either side. 


While this waa going on and when 


tbe Woods had the ball in the center, 
an attempt was made by Walter Woods 
to punt, but Will Newiok broke thiough 
tbe line and by one of the greatest 
rushes of the game, blocked it and 
Dumphey fell on it as it struck the 
ground, at a loss for tbo attempt.

Renovating Feathers. 


To dye feathers black, first wash 


them in a pint of boiling water in 
which half a tcaspoonful of soda has 
.teen dissolved, says the Ladies' Home 
lournal: then rinse and put in the dis- 
solved dye as prepared for silk, Iiold- 
ng by the tips of the stems and niov- 
Ug in the boiling water. KiiiM: iu 
cold water, dry between sott cloths 
and over a stove where they may be 
waved in the warm air. If tho i'oalb- 
ers come out too light a black add 
more dye. Curl with tho back of a 
inife drawn under two or thrpo tines 
of feathers at a time alter boating 
the kuifo slightly over ;i warm iron, 
which makes it curl quicker. Whito 
feathers may be gently soused in warm 
soapsuds until clean, rinsed in clear 
water, and dried and curled according 
to the plan givon for dyed feathers. 
Black straw hats may bo given a uow 
loase of life by rovarnishing thorn, 
which really takes tho place of dyeing, 
using some black scaling wax pounded 
into small pieces, and over which enough 
methylated spirits to dissolve it has 
been poured; then mix thoroughly, and 
apply with a soft bnibli to tho hat, 
covering every civ\ico of tho st-aw. 
Blue straw hats may bo freshened in 
the same, manner, ubiug blue healing 
wax.

when 
the 
launch 


containing Gilmore and his men en- 
tered the river at Baler, it was met 
by three volleys from the insurgents, 
aud two Americans were killed and two 
mortally wounded. The launch was 
stuck in the mud and it became a 
choice of surrender or slaughter. AU 
the Americans but Gi'moro received 
flesh wounds. 
Lieut. Gilmore asked 


for terms of release. 
The insurgents 


proposed that he deliver to them the 
arms and munitions of the Spanish gar- 
rison, when they would send both the 
Spaniards and Americans to tlia York- 
town, A smlor carried this message to 
the garrison. 
The 
Spanish com- 


mandant said it was an insult to the 
Spanish honor, and expelled the sailor, 
who was fired on bj a opanish soldier 
as he came away. The Americans were 
then bound tightly, hand and foot, and 
taken to San Isidor. When they ar- 
rived there, the insurgent Gen. Luna 
ordered their immediate execution, and 
they were lined up in the plaza to be 
shot. A great crowd surrounded them. 
Lieut. Giimore said: "As au American 
officer and gentleman, I protest against 
being shot with my hands tied behind 
my back." Aguinaldo intervened and 
prevented the execution.

lightning Kort*. 


One of the best evidences of the value 


of lightning rods up to date has been 
afforded by tho Washington Monu- 
ment. 
It is capped by a small four- 


sided pyramid 
of aluminum, 
which 


metal, so cheap to-day, was very cost- 
ly at the time of the building of the 
greatest obelisk that the world has ever 
known. 
This aluminum tip is con- 


nected with the ground by four copper 
rods which go down 
deep into 
the 


earth. 
On April 5, 1885, five immense 


bolts of electricity were seen to flash 
between the monument and a thunder- 
cloud overhanging in the course of 
twenty minutes. 
In other words, the 


monument was struck fiercely five 
times, but it suffered "no damage what- 
ever. 
On June 15 of the same year 


a more tremendous assault was made 
upon the monument from the heavens, 
and the result was a fracture of one 
of the topmost stones. 
The crack 


still remains to show what nature can 
do m the way of an electrical shock, 
but the slightness of the damage is 
evidence of man's power to protect 
himself from such attacks. 
The obe- 


lisk is ideally located for attracting 
electrical assaults from the skies, and 
yet, 
while many times hit, it has suf- 


fered only once, and that time te. a 
trifling extent.

The Portsmouth, Kittcry and York 


ferryboat Newmarch, caught fire at 3:15 
o'clock, this morning, while lying in 
her slip at Badger's island, and in less 
than a b»lf hour, was a total loss. The 
blaze was so brilliant that from this side 
the river it looked at first as if a big 
fire was in progress at the navy yard. 


It probably started in the boiler 


room. The fires of the Newmarch have 
ueen banked every night. 


The ferryboat was valued at about 


$7000. 
She had beeu m the Ports- 


mouth, Kittery and York service, two 
years. 


The boat had been burning ten or 


fifteen minutes before scarcely anybody 
awoke to the fact, and it was fully thir- 
ty miuuies 
before 
the 
navy yard 


steamers arrived at the dock. Tnon the 
Newmarch was crumbling into the 
water, and the fire had cr&\\ led along to 
the pier, where it had secured a good 
foothold 


Wheu tho engines finally got control 


of the Ore, it was -1 30 and the bark on 
the pilings of the pier was jut>t catch- 
inn. There was no material damage to 
tho pier. 


The first discovery of tho firo was 


made by Engineer Percy Amee of the 
steamer Mystic, who sleeps on his boat 
every night. About three o'clock, ho 
was on the landing looking around, but 
ha thinks it raustlia\e beeu nearly 3.30 
when ho beard a crackling ou the New- 
march. Even as he started to investi- 
gate, tho flames went shooting u^ from 
the doomed ferry boat to such a height 
that the sky was illumined lutidly. 


Great sparksjj.showered dowu upon 


the Mystic, lying on the other side of 
the wharf, and Amec at once proceeded 
to give her a good wetting down. Tben 
he called Manager Chick of the waiting 
station just above tho landing, and tbe 
;wo hurriec1 to arouso Kittery. John 
O. Simmons, who lives right across 
irom the waiting station, responded 
imckly. 


Chick telephoned to ^Superintendent 


\Ieloon of the toatsrnouth, Kittery and 
York road, but ho hud been .anticipated 
a few minutes by tbe police of this city, 
who had been attracted by the fire, 
which was now sending immense clouds 
of buff smoke several hundred feet 
above the river. 


Supt. Meloon at once telephoned to 


,he navy yard for the fire apparatus, 
and then to tbe car barn for cars to be 
sent to the lauding with crews to fight 


flames. Captain Band of the New- 


marchfwas one of tbe first to reach the 
scene. All he could do was to watch bis 
:>oat,bnrn, for she had long been past 
savin e. 


Somebody proposed that the burning
